ACRAMENTO, April 20.—(UP) 
—Wholesale and retail tobacco 
dealer® of California may soon 
be required to pay a state tax on 
their materials if a bill introduced 
in the state senate becomes a law. 
Designed as a measure to in­ 
crease the state’s forest fire pre­ 
vention fund, the bill would com­ 
pel state licensing of all tobacco 
dealers in the state. 
The m easure prescribes a state 
excise or privilege tax equivalent 
to 20 per cent of th© tax which 
m anufacturers ar© required to pay 
to the federal government on cigars 
and cigarettes. 
On smoking tobacco a tax equal 
to 25 per cent of the federal tax 
would be placed. 
Th© taxes would be paid by deal­ 
ers through purchase of stam ps 
from the stat© board of equaliza­ 
tion, the stam ps to b© labeled on 
all smoking m aterial containers sold 
to the consumer. 
Tobacco wholesale dealers also 
would 
be required 
to 
secure a 
state perm it with an annual fee 
of $25 for each place of business. 
Retailers would be compelled to 
pay a $10 annual fee, with a pro­ 
viso for a $5 fee in the case of re­ 
tailers whose gross sales during 
th© preceding year did not ex­ 
ceed $500. 
Penalties for violators of the pro­ 
posed act prescribes a fin© of from 
$10 to $25 for possession of cigars 
an I cigarettes unlawfully sold. 
Senator Edgar S. Hurley, sponsor 
of the bill, said he was not com­ 
pletely satisfied with the present 
form of the bill but that he planned 
to propose amendments reararng- 
ing the rates considerably before 
urging its adoption.

The differences and dis­ 
crepancies upon which this gen­ 
eral scholarly belief Is now based

first Isaiah by the claim that this 
earlier prophet was writing out 
of prevision of these later events 
and circumstances.

would destroy much of the true 
effect and meaning of prophecies 
which were directly related to the 
time in which they were uttered. 
It should not be necessary to 
point out th at the idea of the 
book of Isaiah as consisting of

affect 
the 
moral and spiritual teachings of 
the book 
or 
its 
value 
for 
our 
time. 
Most careful 
students 
of 
the book would, in fact, claim that 
this view has greatly clarified and 
enhanced the teaching, as it is In 
studying the latter portions of the 
book in relation to the events of 
this later period th at we appre­ 
ciate the full significance of the 
teachings. 
Is It not only as we 
succeed In relating the prophecies 
to their own tim e th at we can 
adequately 
grasp 
their 
meaning 
for our time? 
W hatever conception of the book 
one may have, It seems perfectly 
clear that the chapters of Isaiah 
from this lesson on relate to the 
period of Babylonian activity.

F SO M E 30 periods in furniture history, 
only a few more than half of them have any 
great significance to the man and woman 
furnishing an American home today. 
In furnishing the modern home. the ultimate 
aim is to attain the utmost utility, while retaining 
the spirit or feeling of the period you are attempt­ 
ing to recreate. 
It was in the eighteenth century— the “ golden 
age of furniture design” — that Thomas Chippen­ 
dale, George Hepplewhite, the Adam Brothers 
and Thomas Sheraton exerted their influence in 
Britain, and when the influence of court favorites 
on Louis X V , and M arie Antoinette on Louis 
X V I made this the outstanding age in furniture 
design. 
The chart shown below is an attempt to group 
the outstanding charac.eristics of each period, so 
that modern reproductions of period rooms may be 
as authentic, as appropriate and as harmonious as 
is possible when blending the appointments of cen­ 
turies past with modern needs. 
This does not mean that each room must be 
furnished in the exact reproductions of the crea­ 
tions of one designer, 
w hat is necessary is a 
harmony of line, color, and wood and a feeling 
that the designers were contemporaneous in work­ 
ing for the same ends. 
Only one American designer of furniture has 
achieved lasting fame. 
H e was Duncan Phyfe, 
whose main contributions came between 1795 and 
1818. 
H e had a predecessor, W illiam Savery, 
whose craftsmanship was noticeable, but as he was 
contemporaneous with the British leaders of his 
time, he has never achieved full recognition. 
The chart was compiled with painstaking care. 
It is probably as complete as any ever published. 
A t the same time it is impossible to include every 
item in a “ map” of this sort 
For instance, reed, fibre or willow furniture is 
accepted today as appropriate especially for the 
sun porch, and individual pieces are acceptable in 
almost any room in the home. 
But it is a develop­ 
ment of this century outside the province of period 
furniture and decoration, and is not included.

FURTHER DISCUSSION OF WRIGHT 


ACT 


A few days ago we published an editorial on the 
value that a campaign would be on the question 
of the repeal of the Wright law, providing this was 
submitted to the people of the. state. 
Wr based 
this editorial on the amendment that was being 
introduced to the Wright act to incorporate into its 
provisions the penalties which were attached to the 
Jones law, the federal act under which some heroic 
law enforcement work is taking place. 
. . . . 
We are in receipt, in response to that editorial, of 
an illuminating and clear-cut statement from Mr. 
Wright, who is the author of the Wright act, and 
who, significantly, emphasizes the point that it is 
entirely up to the courts, under the present law, as 
to whether the penalties imposed are at heavy as 
the Jones act itself provides for. 
He says: 
The ruling of the Attorney General that sec­ 
tion 3 of the Wright Act (purporting to adopt 
as the law in California future acts of Congress 
in relation to the enforcement of the 
18th 
Amendment) is unconstitutional, has provoked 
considerable discussion and inquiry as to the 
course to be pursued in the present session of 
the Legislature. 
This leaves us in California just where we 
were before Congress passed the Jones-Stalker 
Act. 
In this state under the Wright Act the 
following are the penalties which may be im­ 
posed upon the violators: 
For manufacture and sale. first offense, 
not more than $300 fine, OR more than six 
months imprisonment. 
For a second offense,— 
not less than $200 fine AND (not “or”) not 
less than one month nor more than five years 
imprisonment. 
For other violations, the penalties of the 
Wright Act are as follows: For a first offense, 
—not more 
than $500 fine: for a second of­ 
fense,— not 
less than $100 
nor more than 
$1,000 OR 
not more than 
ninety days im­ 
prisonment. 
For a third offense, or subsequent 
offense,— not less than $500 fine AND (not 
“or” ) not less than three months nor more than 
five years imprisonment. 
The above penalties are still the law in Cali­ 
fornia. 
In addition, the Wright Act is supple­ 
mented by the Jones STILL BILL providing 
penalties of from $1,000 to $5,000 fine AND 
(not “or” ) from one to five years’ imprison­ 
ment in the state prison for those who are con­ 
victed of owning or operating a still. 
The Jones-Stalker Bill, which the Attorney 
General has ruled is not the law in California 
(until regularly enacted by the Legislature) 
provides as follows: 
Fines not to exceed $10,000 OR (not “and") 
imprisonment not to exceed five years, or both, 
A study of the above penalties convinces one 
that California has lost very little by reason 
of the fact that we do not have the Jones- 
Stalker BilL 
The penalties imposed under this 
bill may be as light as those prescribed in the 
Wright Act, and the penalties under the Wright 
Act may be as heavy as those prescribed in the 
Jones-Stalker Bill. 
We, therefore, see no good 
reason to adopt at this session of the Legisla­ 
ture the provisions of the Jones-Stalker Bill, 
with the added possibility of a state-wide refer­ 
endum thereon. The results to be obtained are 
not worth the efforts involved. 
As %v« see it, what California needs is not 
more laws, but heavier penalties imposed by 
our Courts under the laws which we now have. 
We commend to our Judges and prosecuting 
officers a careful study of the existing laws, 
believing that if it is really desired to remedy 
existing conditions the present penalties of the 
law are adequate. 
At least we would like to 
see present maximum penalties imposed before 
attempting to pass more stringent laws. 
What we need in California is not more law, 
but heavier penalties imposed under existing 
laws. 
There Is no question but what the Jones act 
has been the means of better enforcement in cer­ 
tain sections of the country than was had prior to 
its enactm ent 
What Mr. Wright would emphasize 
is that the judges in their discretion, under the pres­ 
ent law, may impose a penalty equal to that which 
the federal law makes mandatory for the judges to 
impose under the Jones act. 
The failure, Mr. Wright urges, for the present 
law to operate as effectively as the Jones law is 
operating is that the judges, and possibly the prose­ 
cutors, are too lenient in the demand for and the 
imposition of the higher penalties. 
Just sc, we are 
in favor of the judges being more strict, and of the 
prosecutors being more in earnest, as he suggests, 
but for the sake of those cases wherein the judge 
and possibly the prosecutor, show's too great sym­ 
pathy by being lenient in respect to penalty, we 
know of no reason why the provisions of the Jones 
act should not apply so as to permit the severe 
fine in cases now limited under the Wright act to 
$500. 
Evidently this is the very attitude of mind 
which caused Congress to take the action it did in 
the enactment of this law. 
We are printing the entire text of the Jones act 
in another column of today’s paper. 
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We have often wondered what becomes of those 
inventions or discoveries which afford us so much 
hope as we read of them in the paper. 
One morn­ 
ing we will read that a method has been discovered 
by which water and air in just the right combina­ 
tion has been perfected so as to give a combustion 
that is 18 times more powerful than gasoline and 
will cost absolutely nothing to produce, or some­ 
thing similar, worse or better. 
We immediately feel 
that we can afford then to take an extra trip to 
San Diego or San Francisco and find on our return, 
after we have paid 20 cents a gallon for the gaso­ 
line, that there is nothing further to the discovery. 
We watch the papers intently 
until 
something 
newer and less expensive comes out as a substitute 
for gasoline or kerosene, or steam. 
We will then 
read that a new discovery has been made by which 
fallen arches, lost hair, lost vitality, or something 
else we have lost can be replaced, refreshed, re­ 
newed, or given an indeterminate lease on life by 
chewing a licorice stick or some other simple remedy. 
and we at once feel as though we can start some 
enterprise which nobody older than 35 years should 
start. 
We go on with it for a little while wondering 
when the complete formula which is going to renew 
our youth or our hair, or our fingernails, is going 
to be given to us, 
and 
we 
find 
nothing 
more 


about it. 
We noted by the dispatches that scientists have 
discovered the methods of producing life, and the 
suggestion was made in the story that by the same 
token they would be able to prevent death. 
We 
almost felt then that we could do away with our 
religion, when just about that time the whole story 
flattened out and nothing became of it. 
Now' comes the suggestion that Dr. George W. 
Crile of Cleveland Clinic Hospital has discovered 
that life is an electric strain, or potential, and that 
he proved this before the American Philosophical 
Society yesterday. 
Now, we know Dr. Crile. 
We 
have done business at his clinic, and we have con­ 
siderable faith in any pronounced discovery of his. 
We are happy again because we feel that all we 
need is to attach another dynamo and we will be 
able to beat our competitor in the race. 
But we are awfully afraid this will go, along with 
the other alleged discoveries or inventions, into dis­ 
card. What wre want is something that is completed, 
and that wfe know just how to make, and will cost 
us nothing to make, will protect the children on 
i their way to school, grow hair on a billiard ball, 
renew our life, insure us against accidents, and a 
guarantee that it will cost nothing to produce the 
luxuries, to say nothing of the necessities, of life.

To characterize Jugoslavia’s censorship of the 
press as ruthless is to use a mild term. 
One paper 
has been suppressed, for instance, for using tho 
phrase “Belgrade Government’’ instead of “Jugo­ 
slav 
Government.” 
Another was 
suspended 
for 
quoting a speech of Lloyd George. 
Two Croatian 
party leaders were thrown into prison for w riting 
articles unfavorable to the absolutist regime. 
A 
Serbian professor was arrested for uttering words 
of freedom and democracy. 
So firmly has the lid 
been 
clamped 
down 
th at 
the 
provinces 
editors 
have allowed the fire of criticism to go out rather 
than run the risks of something serious happening. 
Publication, in 
m any cases, has entirely ceased. 
W hat 
does 
the 
dictatorship hope to gain 
by 
such 
repression? 
Evidently, 
th© m easures 
were 
inspired by a desire to rid th© kingdom of the 
forces 
of disorder, 
disintegration and 
disloyalty. 
These forces, it w as felt, were most powerful in 
Croatia, where a separate Parliam ent 
had 
been 
set up and w here a powerful agitation had been 
carried on. 
Hence the repeated attacks on Dom, 
the Croat peasant paper, and Narondi Val, which 
was one of the two dailies owned by the late 
Stefan Raditch. B ut have the measures succeeded? 
It is recognized th a t the press, unfettered, is a pow­ 
er in practical politics. 
B ut its power ceases to 
exist when it becomes a mere mouthpiece of the 
Government. 
Its news becomes colorless and dull, 
and Its editorial page insipid. 
T hat. in short, is the condition into which the 
press of Jugoslavia has fallen. 
And while the 
G overnm ent has produced that result, it has by 
no m eans extinguished the agitation. 
In attack ­ 
ing th e press it has attacked an effect, not the 
cause, which m ay bo traced to a dissatisfied ele­ 
ment, restless for a consideration of its problems. 
B ut the governm ent, in enforcing its rigid censorship 
m ight do well to rem ember the conclusion reached 
by other dictatorships th a t when you stretch the 
bow too far the arrow flies off—or the string 
snaps.

“Billy, illy filly, silly, 
SILLY BILLY,” ie the delightful 
chant one sends hurtling against 
the ears of a sensitive little boy 
whose name happens to be W il­ 
liam. It hurts W illiam to be called 
that name, to have such words 
thrown after him as he goes about 
his business. B ut the teaser laughs 
heartily. 
It is such fun to tse.se 
William. 
There is the big boy who looks 
over the head of the little one and 
then grabs him by the leg so that 
he falls down hard on his nose and 
cries. “Well, well. 
Stub your toes 
didn't you sonny? 
Too bad,” and 
then as the luckless child tries 
to escape, throw s him down again. 
Then the teaser laughs. 
Whenever a bigger child, or a 
teacher, or a p aren t happens along 
and interferes the merry teaser 
says, “I wasn’t h u rtin g him. I was 
just teasing him .” As though teas­ 
ing a child w as not cruelty. Bully­ 
ing a child Is a clearer term for 
the m ean-spirited action.

Teasing 
Is another form of bullying and

from 
the 
downright cruelty of the whole 
m atter, the sooner it will be cor­ 
rected. 
People who would hate 
to be accused of cruelty to chil­ 
dren, will gaily tell you w hat fun 
they had teasing Mickle. 
Teasing should stop. 
R ather it 
ought never to begin. 
If the per­ 
son th a t is being torm ented were 
strong enough to throw his tor­ 
m enter into the w aste basket the 
teasing would cease. W hy not take 
a good look a t such a altuafton 
and correct it? 
M others should put a «top to any 
form of teasing in the household. 
There are plenty of gam es for the 
children to play w ithout making 
game of each other’s weaknesses 
and so strengthening them Into bad 
habits or nervous ailm ents. 
And 
grown people ought to have suffi­ 
cient m ental resources to find sub­ 
jects for conversation, or thought, 
or action, apart from the helpless­ 
ness of children. 
Teasing is bullying. It is cruelty. 
It is an expression of inferiority in 
the teaser. 
It holds good for no­ 
body and the sooner it disappears 
from the civilized world the better 
for everybody.

shaft revolves on three main bear­ 
ings 
and

counterweights. 
Better Cooling Opportunitiee 
“The utilization of the V above 
the crankshaft In the Viking has 
also 
perm itted a more 
efficient 
cooling system, both for the cyl­ 
inders and the oil. 
The waiter 
jacket completely surrounds each 
cylinder and all the valves, reach­ 
ing down to the bottom of the 
cylinder 
walls. 
Oil 
splashed 
against the cylinder walls from 
below and above Is cooled by the 


circulating 
w ater 
so 
that 
high 
speeds may now be sustained for 
a longer tim e with this system, 
due to the quicker cooling of the 
lubricant. 
“Besides 
t h i s 
provision

greater oil cooling, there is a new 
type of oil pan grooved along the 
bottom so as to afford additional 
cooling surface for the oil.

ladder” or series of cross strips 
which form troughs a t the bot­

Persimmon Growers Predict Large Crop In 1929 
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MILDEW TOLD 
IN BULLETIN

disease 
of 
the 
grapevine in California and in most 
vineyard regions of the state is 
dangerous every year. 
Means of prevention and control 
of the disease are described by 
Prof. H. E. Jacob in circular No. 
SI of the California agricultural 
extension service publications which 
bas Just been received at the farm 
advisor's office for free public dis­ 
tribution. 
The fungus of powdery mildew 
Attacks all parts of the vine, in­ 
cluding stems, leaves and berries. 
During the summer the 
fungus 
spreads by means of delicate sum ­ 
mer spores, and it passes the w in­ 
ter in spores th at have tough, re ­ 
sistant 
cases 
that 
make 
w inter 
spraying ineffectual 
The fungus 
grow* best during warm, m oder­ 
ately moist weather of from 75 to 
55 degrees temperature. 
An ounce of prevention fs worth 
more than a pound of cure so far 
as grape powdery mildew is con­ 
cerned. 
The prevention consists in 
keeping all parts of the vine likely 
to be attacked covered with a very 
light coating of sulphur particles. 
The particles of sulphur m ust be 
so iîlose together that there is no 
place where a spore could fall and 
be far enough removed from a par­ 
ticle sulphur to be uninjured. 
In this region, where w eather 
conditions 
are 
favorable to 
the 
growth of mildew, the entire vine 
must be protected with sulphur 
throughout 
most 
of the season. 
Three applications before blooming 
will adequately protect the vines 
until the fruit is set but a fourth 
application should be made soon 
after blooming and usually a fifth 
when the berries are half grown. 
For vines of average size from five 
to 15 pounds of sulphur per acre 
are usually required for each ap­ 
plication, depending upon the m a­ 
chinery used and the quantity of 
surface to be covered. 
High winds, wet vine» and a 
tem perature about IOO degrees F. 
should be avoided In sulphuring 
vines, but otherwise the weather 
and tim e of day are immaterial, 
rt is best to irrigate and sucker 
the vines before dusting. 
The sul­ 
phur should be extremely fine, easy 
to work and free from adulterants. 
Th* control consists of a liquid 
spray, consisting of one pound of 
potassium perm anganate, one pound 
of sodium silicate (w ater glass) 
md one-third pound of baking soda 
added to 75 gallons of water. The 
.*ost of this treatm ent is consid­ 
erably more than th at of one or 
rwo extra sulphurings and it should 
iiot be relied upon to take the 
’lace of careful dusting with dry 
sulphur early in the season.

The record of nine 
counties 
In 
Wisconsin which were freed of bo­ 
vine tuberculosis three years ago 
is cited by the U. S. department of 
agriculture as enldence that large 
areas can be kept practically free of 
the disease. 
When the cattle in these counties 
were first tested the average de­ 
gree of Infection was about one 
per cent. The removal of reactors 
and also subsequent testing reduc­ 
ed the degree of infection to less 
than one-half of one per cent and 
made possible the official recogni­ 
tion of the nine counties as "modi­ 
fied-accredited area,” for a period 
of three years. 
During the last few months test­ 
ing of approximately 118,000 cattle 
in these nine counties showed 
the 
average degree of infection to be 
only about one-tenth of 
one 
per 
cent, and the area was reaccredited 
for another three-year period. 
The results of this extensive re ­ 
test, officials of the bureau of ani­ 
mal industry declare, 
show 
con­ 
clusively that large areas containing 
large numbers of 
cattle 
can 
be 
maintained comparatively free from 
bovine tuberculosis. 
The counties 
are in a group, with one exception, 
which is an advantage to all cattle 
owners in the area, as it is unneces­ 
sary to have so many quarantine 
restrictions. The greatest asset re ­ 
sulting from the work, however, is 
the fact that the disease has been 
practically 
eradicated 
from 
the 
area, 
thus 
eliminating 
economic 
losses from that source 
and 
also 
danger to the public.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20. 
—W herever total potato produc­ 
tion for the United States has a p ­ 
proached or exceeded 3.8 bushels 
per capita of the pouüaflon, the 
price has tended downward during 
the season, but the price trend has 
usually been upward whenever the 
yield fell below 3.2 
bushels 
per 
capita, says the U. S. departm ent 
of agriculture, publishing the re ­ 
sults of potato marketing studies 
by the bureau of agricultural eco­ 
nomics. 
During the last 27 years, accord­ 
ing to these studies, growers w-erc 
usually justified in holding only 
when the Indicated crops wras far 
below the average, or was not much 
more than three bushels per capita. 
In other years, the chance of profit 
to growers was too uncertain to 
balance the added risk, cost, and 
shrinkage. 
Growers who acted ac­ 
cording to early forecasts, selling 
at once when heavy yields were 
Indicated, or selling at convenience 
in case of doubt, and holding only 
in very scarce seasons, apparently 
bad a chance of being right three 
out of four times, judging from the 
outcome of seasons since 1900.

T he other day newspapers related that she had had her 
American citizenship restored, a move which, no doubt, will 
facilitate divorce proceedings. 
T he prince, back in the United States, has contended that 
she is not a citizen, that her "residence” in San Francisco 
is not legal since she did not return as a citizen, and is sub­ 
ject to the quota law. 
H e contended that, therefore, she 
cannot legally sue for divorce in the United States.

R O M 1907 up to the time the Independent Citizenship 
law was passed any number of American women lost 
their own nationality and took that of their husbands, 
though their husbands, if they became citizens during that 
period, automatically restored it to them. 
Quite a few re­ 
mained outside the pale. 
During the last presidential election there were a number 
of instances in which native-born women were denied the 
right to vote, though they had never left the country. Obliged 
to prove their citizenship, they had to throw themselves upon 
the mercy of the State Department, which has formulated 
various rulings to alleviate such mixups. 
In this instance the ruling w as to the effect that if the 
woman had married, between 1907 and 1922, a citizen of 
a country with which the United States has a naturalization 
treaty, she was to be considered not a citizen. 
Conversely, 
if there was no treaty, she could bë ruled a citizen, eligible 
to vote! 
Loss of nationality means more than losing the right of 
suffrage, and that American women value their status as cit­ 
izens is proved by the fact that the Bureau of Naturalization 
knows of only 15 instances, since 1922, in which American 
women have voluntarily given up their citizenship. 
T he rights which a women loses when deprived of nation­ 
ality vary in the different states. 
In some, non-citizens may 
not own property ; in others the right to teach in the public 
schools, to practice law, or medicine, to hold public office 
or engage in various other professions, is denied them.
